SITUATION IN AFGHANISTAN. 

The Times in an edtorial says: The news 
from Afghaniktan indicates beyond a doubt 
that a cris has been reached in our military 
operations "in that country more important 
than any throngh which we have yet passed 
since the commencement of the invasion last 
year. Happily the position we occupy, andthe 
sesources at Our Cisposal, appear to render us 
better uble to meet this emergency than any 
which have yet preceded it, but our strength 
is being tested more severely than hitherto.

A FATAL BLAST. 

LONDON, December 16.—The explosion ot 
biasting material in Wilhelmsgluck Sait Mine, 
at Schwabischhall, Wurtemberg, killed twelve 
miners and injured eight, of whom twoonly 
are expected torecover. The disaster was in- 
creased by the miners ina panic endeavoring 
to open the door outwards instead ot inwards, 
thus preventiug aid from reaching them betore 
they had fallen unconscious from the effects ot 
the tumes.

REINFORCEMENTS NEEDED, 
CALCUTTA, December 16.—General 
telegraphs from Cabul:

upper band, tnat our army of occupation is be- 
sieved, that the city of Cabul has passed trom 
our bands and its governorship has been trans- 
terred to Mahomed Jan, yet there is no cause 
foralarm, There is many a@ man inside of that 
intrenchment who has faced -heavier odds 
than those at present against him, and 
though it may be unpleasant to learn thut the 
Afghans hate us now with the undying hatred 
they exhibited in 1842, there is no reason to 
feei any apprehension ot a repetition of the 
disgrace which overtook us then.

GEN. GRANT. 


His Arrival and Reception at Philadel phia. 

PHILADELPHIA, December 16.—A 
train, carrying the ex-President and Mrs, 
Grant, Gov. Hoyt and staff, and the committee 
and City Council of Philadelphia, lett Harris® 
burg at 6:05 this morning. At Lancaster, al- 


though barely daylight, a large crowd 
had assembled, and at Coatesville, 


Downington and other places crowds were 
gathered, but as the train ran through to Phila- 
delpbia without stopping Gen. Grant did not 
make his appearance. 
At the city limits Mrs. Grant and other ladies 
of the party were transterred to a separate Car 
and tuken to the regular depot, When they were 
driven to a hotel. 


proceeded te North Philadelphia Sta- 
tion, at Somerset and Broad 
stieets, and arrived there at 4:20 


a. nm. An immense crowd greeted the ex-Presi- 
dent. Mayor Stokely and other officials en- 
tered the carand formally welcomed General 
Granttothecity To the Mayor's speech ot 


. welcome Generul Grant replied: 


‘‘To you, Mr. Mayor, and good citizens of 
Philadeiphia, which has always been a home 
to me since I first became acquainted with the 
citizens of Philadelphia, I return with great 
pleasure.’’ : 

A carriage containing Gen. Grant was driven 
rapidly into Broad street, andthe city troops 
mounted formed a personal escort. The pro- 
cession started on time, 10:30, the United 
States troops occupying the rigut of the line. 
In the carriege with Gen. Grant was Mayor 
Stokely. 

When the head of the line reached Oxford 
strect a fifteen minutes’ halt was occasioned by 
the Grand Army, who occupied Broad street. 
The band, stationed afew yards behind Gen- 
eral Grant, bere played ** Hone, sweet Home,’’ 
apd the General, raising his hat, showed the 
incident moved him. ; 

Atlo’clock tne procession arrived at the 
State: house, and was the signal for general ap- 
plause. Afew minutes afterwards the State- 
house bell rang out a welcome.

Discovery of an Island Reported to be Infested 
With Robbers. 


NEw YorkK, December 16.—A special from 
Halifax contains an interesting narrative by 
an old sea captain detailing an account of his 
return voyage from the West Indies. Hts 
name is Captain Swimm, of the schooner 
Laura Bruce, which has been engaged for 
several years in the West indies trade.

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| THE EAST ST. LOUIS TROUBLES. 


The Wider-Boismenue Quo Warranto Cases 
to be Tried To-Mvurrow—Historg of the 
Municipal Muddle Across the River. 


Considerable interest is manifested through- 
out the city in the result of the coming trials 
of the quo warranto cases against Aldermen 
Wider and Boismenue on to-morrow, before 
the Hon. Amos Watts. Judgé of the Vircuit 
Court. These cases are to solve finally the tur- 
moil in the city government, dating backto the 


assumption of office of the gentlemen named, 
in April, 1878.$It was then claimed that Anson 
Gustin,and not Mr. Wider,und Levi Baugh,and 
not Mr. Boismenue, were entittled to the respec- 
tive vacant seats in ths Council. Bowman 
was Mayor atthe time. Of‘eight Aldermen, 
tour,Joyce, McLean,Sackman and Ratter, were 
oxronounced anti-Bowman men. Roewe and 

Joyle, about whose seats there was at 
thattime no dispute, were friends of Mayor 
Bowman, and so were Gustin and Baugh. To 
seat Wider and Boismenue in their stead was 
to give the anti-Bowmanites a vote of six out 
ot nineinthe Council. The election returns 
showed a clear majority against them, andin 
favor of Gustin and Bauga. This, too, was and 
is not disputed, but, by proceedings claimed 
to +bave veen an election contest, 
Joyce, McLean,’ Sackman and Raf 
ter declared their friends, Wider and 
Boismenue, elected, regardless ofthe official 
returns on file. From that time on there were 
two opposing bodies, each claiming to be the 
City Council. The one was composed of Mayor 
Rowman with Aldermen Gustin, Roewe, Doyle, 
Baugh, Joyce, McLean, Sackman and Rafter, 
who, without the last four, met at the old 
meetiny plucein the Market House. The oth- 
er body consisted of Aldermen Joyce, 
McLean, Sackman, Roewe, Doyle, 
Raiter, Wider and Boismenue. These, 
except Roewe and Dovle, met atthe Metropoli- 
tan Police Headquarters. The Citv Charter, 
although it makes the Mayor a wember of the 
Council, :equires the presence of at least five 
Aldermen for a working quorum. This left the 
Bowman faction without power to act. There 
were only four Aldermen of them at their 
meeting. The other side, six in number, meet- 
ing utthe engine hall, elected one of their 
number acting Mayor. They had the vigorous 
support of the Metropolitan Police,then in East 
St. Louis, but since squelch+d by the Supreme 
Court. They consequently had things pretty 
much their own way. 

Some time last February the anti-Bowman 
Council declared the seats of Roewe and Doyle 
vacant tor feilure to meet with them, and 
called a special election to fill the vacancies. 
Thomus Hanifan and P. H. O’Brien, two anti- 
Bowmanites, were declared elected by acting 
Mayor Joyce and his associates, to take the 
place of Roewe and Doyle. 

For the last annual chartey election in April 
this yvear each body established separate polls 
ineacn waro. The result was that at the so- 
called Bowman poils Thomas Winstanley was 
elected Mayor, and V. B. Whitnev, Patrick 
Crotty, L. Lobrer and M. M. Stevens were 
elected Aldermnen, totake the place ot Joyce, 
McLean, Sackman and Rafter, whose terms 
expired at that time. At the anti-Bowman polls 
Manuiice Joyce, Mavor, and J. C. Prottsman, J. 
J. McLean, Henry Sackman and J. J. Raiter 
were elected Aldermen to fillthe vacant seits. 
This is bow there came to be two Mayors and 
two City Councils contending for control... Each 
side sued the other by quo warrantos. Itisun- 
derstood thatthe whoie cifficuity rests upon 
the regular or illegal seating of Wider and 
Boismenue in the place of Gustin and Baugh. 

The quo warrantos sued out by Joyce against 
Gustin and Baugh were called tor trial at the 
April term of Circuit Court. Gustin and Baugh 
appeared and were ready for trial. Just at that 
time Mr. Joyce dismissed the cases against 
them. It wasthentoo late to pressthe corre 
spondinglv important cases against Wider and 
Boismenue, their contestants, and these went 
over tothe presentterm. They were set for 
hearing early inthe session, but not reached. 
Under the rules of the Court each case is un- 
der such circumstances entitled to one 
resetting. By some unexplained reason the 
clerk of the court tailed to reset the cases. On 
the intended last day ot this term Messrs. bow- 
man and Halbert,counsel forGustin and Baugh, 
applied to the court fora hearing before the 
final adjournment of theterm. They promised 
that MayorWinstanley and the Aldermen claim- 
ing oflice with him would confess judgments 
of ouster against themselves in case of affirma- 
tion of the claims of Wider and Boismenue. The 
court, ready to assist in ending the tronbvles of 
the East St. Louis city government 
i alegal way, postponed the final adjourn- 
ment oftheterm until after the trial of the 
quo warrantos pending agree Wider and 
Boisinenue, ana set thene for trial tor to-mor- 
row. Theeventof the trial among those who 
understand the status of affairs is the all ab- 
soibing sutject. Both parties desire a full 
trial of these test cases, and show a readiness 
to acquiesce in the result for the sake of peace 
and prosperity.

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IS IT A CASE OF POISONING? 


The Mystery Surrounding the Death of Pe- 
ronne Angell. 


Peronne Angell died atthe City Hospital on 
Sunday morning of inflammation of the 
bowels, and late yesterday afternoon the Coro- 


ner was notified that there was some mystory 
attached to the death. Briefly outlined, the 
story of the death is like this: Angell was lying 
sick at a levee boarding-house two weeks “go, 
and complained of pain in his stomach. A 
friend gave him lime in solution to drink a3 a 
cure. Angell grew worse and was taken tothe 
hospital, where he died after twelve days of 
intesxse agony. The police gave vent to the 
suspicion that Angell’s friend had poisoned 
him inorderto get some money that he had. 
Itis like all these cases of crime among iow- 
living Itahans, surrounded by mystery that itis 
more then difficult tosolve. Deputy Coroner 
Frank O'Neil commenced, this morning, to 
unravel the mystery. The witnesses summoned 
were all sad-eyed sons of sunny Italy, and ut- 
teriy innocent ot any knowledge of the English 
tongue. An interpreter was introduced. 


Vincenzio Rammoro, keeper of a restaurant: 


at No. 6 Norton Levee,jtirst saw deceased about 
three weeks ago, when he came to his place 
and inquired for Lomb» rdi Nicgla and Michiii 
Palmiere, claiming to have come tothis coun- 
try with Nicola, - and to have 
just returned from Fort Benton 
and Bismarck in Dakota. He said that he was 
a scissors grinder, and wanted to stop with the 
two men mentioned until he got on his teet and 
could muke a living here. The two men roam- 
ed above the restaurant and Angell was direct- 
ed up stairs.Since that time witness had not seen 
Argell, exceptat the Morgue this morning. 
Never saw him in company withths two Ita- 
lians, andalthough he saw them frequently 
they never talked about hiin, Six or eight days 
after Isaw Angell 1 heard that Angell had been 
taken to the _ hospital. At that time 
Nicola was over in Belleville, Illinois, working 
at bistrude. He had been gone about three 
days. Hedidnotcome back until threp days 
aiter Angell had gone to the hospital. Witn +s3 
pever heard that Angell had any money. The 
old man Paimiere hud stated tnat Angell had 
drunk some lime water, but gave no particu- 
lars. 

Michile Palmiere, a scissors grinder, testified 
that he was one of the parties referred to by 
the preceding witness. Knew deceased threes 
orfour years, the acquaintance Dbezinning 
in the province of Campo Is »380, 
ltalv, where deceased has a family living. De- 
ceased came from St. aul, Minnesota, to wit- 
ness’ room five days betore he was taken sick. 
His disease was of a private nature. He work- 
ed two or three days before he 
finally succumbed and took to his 
bed. He complained ot pains in 
bis abdomen. Hebad no physician and wit- 
ness gave him nothing for his ailment. Wit- 
ness went to his work every day. One even- 
ing he came home and found that Angeil hid 
been taken tothe hospital. A glass with some 
sediment of lime stood on 
the table near the bed. 
The deceased had brought some lime into the 
room twod days befole, stating that he was go- 
ing to take it for his pains. Witness knew noth- 
ing about medicine and gave no advice one 
way orthe other. Witness stated that he hud 
$20 in his pocket and thut 
he had sent $180 to Italy 
a few days before he got sick. Nicola was not 
in town at this time. | 

Lombardi Nicola, room-mate of the preced- 
ing witness, testified that he had known 
Angell but a.year; never told him to take 
lime water. Was in .Belleviille when 
Angell was sent to the hospital, heard him 
mention $20, but knew nothing of him having 
$100 on deposit with some friend. 

This closed the testimony forthe while. The 
Deputy Coroner will further investigate the 
case. Inthe meanwhile Palmiere and Nicola 
are under poiice surveillance.

The Animus of George Shepherd’s Ac- 
— “% Shooting Jesse James Re- 
vealed.

Some facts have lately come tothe surface 
regarding Shepherd andthe James boys which 


throws new light onthe subject and makes. 


the animus of Shepherd’s action clearer. 
Since the Joplin affair much ansehen has 


resulted from a controversy hétween the be- 


. sprang 


lievers and the unbelievers in Shepherd’, 
story regarding his true reason for fellowing 
Jesse James so vindictively. The desire to 
possess the blood-money was assigned as the 
principal reason. Then came the 
statement that the fatal shot 
was fired in settlement of a vendetta 
caused by the murdér of Ike Flannery, who 


was Shepherd’s cousin. None of the man 
statements made seemed to fully account for 
the terrible determination exhibited, but 4 
statement made yesterday to a Times reporter 
offers a good and suflicient reason why a mang 
of Shepherd’s character should seek vengeance 
on Jesse James. The story 1s from Mac Shep. 
herd, George’s brother, and is as follows: 

Jesse James, George Shepherd and others, 
whose pames have already been published, 
were associated in the robbery of the bank a 
Russellville, Ky. Itis said that Jesse was to 
bave taken the leading part, but weakened at 
the last moment, and Shepherd stepved to the 
frontin his place. After their return, Shep- 
herd was arrested for the crime and his bai! 
fixed atalarge amount. Allhis companions 
in the robbery agreed to put wp 
some of the money obtained and release 
their pal by allowing bim to jump the bond, 
but Jesse refused, and in consequence the 
amount could not be raised and Shepherd wen; 
to the pen. 

After bis term was out he returned to hi, 
old home and by bard work and honorable 
living so won therespect and confidence of 
the people that they made him a peace ofl. 
cer of the county. In his official capacity hp 
arrested a horse thief, which act angered the 
James boys, who accused Shepherd of acting 
with the detectives. Shepherd was biding his 
time for revenge, and this ‘hard 
feeling only caused a widening of 
the breach. Soon afterwards he arrested an- 
other party in whom the Jumeses held a cer- 
tain interest, and which resulted in open 
tireats to kill the offender. They went sv far 
as tu ca!] at Shepherd’s house with the avow. 
ed purpose of killing him, but were met by 
George’s broth: r, who offered to go with them 
and hunt bim up and he would see fair play, 
As the Shepherd boys were as good, it not bet- 
ter, than tweir opponents in the use Of the 

istol, the offer was declined, 

‘rom that time both men Knew 
that while the other was alive there was ko 
certainty as to how soon vengeance would be 
exacted, and each was determined to Kill the 
other at the first opportunity. Lt is said thay 
Jesse asked for lodgings at Shepherd’s one 
night and was furnished with supper and 4 
bed, but instead of undressing he threw hiin- 
self onthe bed asiftotakeanap. Shepherd 
keptaneye on him and, although Jame, 
tingered his revolver in a suggestive manner, 
the keen one-eyed man gave him no opportun- 
itytouseit. Heleftinashort time = saying 
that he could not sleep.

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Tragic Death of a Tiger-Tamer. 
[From:the London Telegraph, Noy. 26.1 
Scarcely three months have elapsed sinee 
we recorded the horrible fate of Karoly, the 
renowned Hungarian wild beast tamer, durinz 
one of his sensational performances with 4 
huge boa-constrictor, by which he was crush- 
ed to death while enveloped inits coils. We 


‘now learn that another tragedy of this class 


has just beenenacted at Berlin. William 
Rice, the ‘*Tiger King,’’ a _ brother-in-law 
of Hagenbeck, who is well known 
throughout Kurope as the im- 
presario of Nubian caravans and Zulu 
‘*troupes,’* opened a ‘‘zoologico-anthropo- 
logical museum?’’ a few days ago in the Thier- 
garten, just outside the Brandenburger Thor. 
This ‘*museum,”’’ as its title denotes, contain- 
ed a collection of rare animals and a variety of 
more or less savage men and women,who have 
been trained by Rice to go through elaborate 
performances with disciplined »carnivor., 
Anong others was an extraordinarily hand- 
seme young negress, Who was announced to 
appear in a “thrilling scene of action with 
three full grown Bengal tigers.’’ On 
the opening night, the ‘*‘Museum’” be- 
ing crowded with an _ eagerly expecta: 
audience, the curtain rose upon a huge cage, 
into which Rice proceeded to lead the tigers, 
preparatory to ‘‘Black Helen’s’’ perform- 
ance. Searcely had he made his obeisance to 
the public, when one of the ferocious animals 
uvon him, struck ‘him on the richt 
cheek with its left forepaw, and fastened with 
its tremendous fangs upon the muscles of bis 
left arm. One of the attendants, also an 
Englishman, rushed to his assistauce, armed 
with a heavy iron bar, and beat the tiger off. 
Rice walked steadily off the stage, but fell in 
aswoon as soon as he had reached the wing. 
Prof. Von Langenbeck, the Mmperor’s body 
surgeon, and Virchow. the eminent anato- 
mist, were summoned, and dressed the unfor- 
tunate man’s wounds. He was 
to Longenbeck’s private infirmary. where he 
received the personal and unremitting atten- 
tion of Germany’s first living surgeon; but tlie 
shock to his system was so terrible that at 
last he died in great agony. ‘The immediate 
cause of death is‘oflictally stated to be blood- 
poisoning. ‘*Black Helen,’’ whose real name 
is Helen Johnson, a native of New Jersey, 
was also bitten by alion during the perform- 
ance that took place on the evening after 
Rice’s mishap, and lies in a precarious con- 
dition. The Berlin Police authorities have 
closed the **‘Museum,’’ and prohibited any 
further exhibitions of wild beast taming with- 
in the precincts of the Gerinan capital.

THE BELL PUNCH IN TEXAS. 

They are trving the bell punch law in Tex- 
as. The State authorities find it quite unsat- 
isfactory. The State . Comptroller has 
just issued an address, in which 
he appeals to the saloonmen, as well as 
the people who patronize them, to obey the 
law. Among other things he says: 

Every patron of the liquor dealers, believing 
in law and order, and having the welfare of 
the State at heart, should makeit, as it really 
is, his duty to seethatevery drink bought by 
him is properly registered according to law— 
foritisalaw and isjustas valid as any law 
upon the statute book, and must remain so, no 
matter how unpopular it may oe, until it is re- 
pealed, or declared unconstitutional by the 
courts of the country.

The law has simply 
and will no doubt be repealed at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The Comptroller gives 
some tables showing the tax collected from 
the bell punch in thirteen counties during the 
month of October. Collin county, with eleven 
alcoholic and ten malt registers, paid a tax of 
$1,011], an average of MS foreach register. 
Galveston, With 55 alcoholic and ninety-seven 
malt paid a tax of $858, an 
average of about $5 DO for each 
register. it is entirely unreasonable 
that there should be so great a difference in 
the business of these saloons, and therecin be

The testimony here was close and exacting as 
to the route taken by Patti, and the number of 
townsofthree thousand inhabitants and less 
which were honored pythe presence of the 
cantatrice, and the smail amount of money 
takenin bythe management. 

Mr Fischof threw the chief blame of the finan 
cial shortage upon Mr. Blumner, -who is the 
scapegoat ior all the sins of the audiences and 
the singers. This Mr. Blumner was denounced 
by the witness in no measured terms, and the 
whole history of the western tour, and the 
badness of Western hoteis once more opened.

‘*When the change and loss of voice comes 
upon a singer what happens?’’

‘*‘Whatisthe etfect of adverse newspaper 
criticism ?’’ 

‘*Itdepends on the importance of the paper; 
itis bad if itis against her voice’’’ 

‘*Did you ever hearof Mr.Hazard of the New 
York Tribune?’’ 

**I don’t recollect the name, but maybe! met 
1im,.’’ 

‘*Did you see any adverse criticism in the 
New York papers?’’ 

‘‘No, they were always kind. Sometimes 
oe were made, but generally they were 
kind.’’ 

‘*Did you seearticlesin the papers giving 
the opinion that Patti was losing her voice?’’ 

‘*Sometimes, yes; but very seldom.’’ 

‘*Can you state that the publication of this 
article—from the Leavenworth puper—has in- 
jured Patti?’’ ” 

‘*Yes, here where she is not known—in‘Taris 
they would laugh atit.’’ 

‘*This charge has been denied?’’ 

‘*Yes,in an interview with the Chicago Times 


‘and by this lbel suit.’’ 


‘*Would one instance of getting drunk injure 
an artist?’’ 

‘*Yes; people would not take their families to 
see drunken women.’’ 

‘*Do you mean to say that one instancs of 
diunkenness would turn away the popular love 
for her voice?®’’ 

‘**It would have some efiect; people would be 
afraid to go. People would e believe

The transposition of the music was again 
taken up, and everybody thoroughly bewil- 
dered about the point,and when the members of 
the press were thorough!y convinced that music 
was the most complicated science in the world, 
Mr. Johnson announced himself through with 
the witness. 

Mr. Hermann took up the 
examination again and read por- 
tions of the Leavenworth article 
and got the opinion of the witness as to the 
statements therein, all ef the questions 
being objected to by the counsel for 
the defense. Other points in the 
cross-examination were also brought forward 
agsin, but with no material changein the ad- 
missions, and at two o'clock the witness was 
discharged,and the depositions tor the present 
concluded.

BIEBUSCH AT BAY. 


The Government Piling Up the Testimony 
of Ex-Convicts and Felons Against the 
‘‘Koniacker King.’’ 

The intereéstin the trial of Fred. Bielhusch 
still continues unabated, and the proceedings 
inthe United States Circuit Court attract a 
good attendance. 

This morning was no exception, and the 
usual crowd ot curiosity-seekers and general 
hangers-on were present in good numbers, 

The witnesses, »y an order of the Court, are 
prevented from hearing each other tertify, 

The proceedings this morning were some- 
what enlivened by the examination of a con- 
vict from the Joliet Penitentiary of Illinois. 
He gave his testimony regarding his 
transaction with the defendants, Biebusch, 
Thomas and Sullivan, now on trial for counter- 
feiting, in whicb he stated that he had been 
engaged in passing some ofthe bogus coin for 
the defendants. Healso gave an account of 
procuring what he supposed to be solid silver 
for the defendants to be used in 

THE MANUFACTURE OF THE ‘‘QUEER,’’ 

and was disgusted when it was asvertained 

that his plunder was only plated silver- 

ware, and was not worth the 
trouble experienced in securing it. 


The witness, during his evidence, gave a 


short account of his life, which has been spent 
within the hospitable walls of the penitentia- 
ries ot Alabama, Indiana and Illinois. The 
witness is a tai1-appearing man, and, although 
ne gives his age as forty, his looks would not 
indicate that he was st thirty. He is a 
sharper, and is well known by the police of 
this city. 

As stuted above, the first witness this morn- 
ing was 

WM. C. BKIDGES, 
who lives in Joliet, Hl., and knows the defend- 
ant, Biebusch. He first met him at his house 
in St. Louis nearthe 1st of April, 187s. 

‘*Whbat business bad you with him?’’ 

‘*‘T had business with him, but did not see 
him the first time I called. Imet himin tne 
evening, aon’t remember the date, in front of 
his house.’’ 

‘*‘What conversation took place?’’ 

‘*l asked himif his name was Biebusch. He 
said it wus. Isaid I had known him by repu- 
tation. We shook hands. He asked about 
some of his friends, especially Pete McOarty. 
1 told him Pete had referred me to him.’’ 

‘*What transpired ?’’ 


‘*T asked him if he had any counterfeit money 


topass. He said he had none.’’ 

‘*When next did you see him?’’ 

‘*The next day lsaw bim,. I asked nimift he 
had any counterfeits otf the denominations of 
$50 ,$20, or other large bills. He said he didn’t 
believe there were anv largebills in circulation 
inthe West. He said that there were only 
some small silver coins. I said that I didn’t 
believe I wanted any of that asit wastoosmall. 
Finally I a-ked him if he could give me sone 
of those coins. He said 
he could direct me to a 
man where I coula get some. 
He directed me to a saloon. I believe the 
man’s name was Bosse.’’ 

The plat ut that portion of the ajty already 
submittedin evidence was examined by wit- 
ness, and onit he pointed out the location of 
the saloon and defendant’s house. 

‘*What occurred in your third meeting?’’ 

‘*] met Bicbusch at Bosse’s saloon the third 
time. lasked himit his man was there, and 
he said his man had been there but had gone 
homne. I was alittle late. He said it was like- 
ly we would find the ‘Parson’ atthe church. 
He directed me tothe ‘church,’ as he termed 
it. 1 wentone wayand Biebusch went the 
other. Thechurch was closed, as we tound 
the house shutup. So he said we would have 
to postpone the matter. We agreed to meet 
the next morning. The next morning I went 
upto the place and was there introduced by 
Biebusch to the ‘Parson’ as§Mr. Jones, Jones 
then talked business and told abouta friend 
ot his, who was ik farmer, from 

whom some money might be ob- 
tained. Joneson leaving Biebusch went on 
and said: ‘Understand, boys, if this thing 
comes off I am going to have my bitin.’ ’’ 

This remark of the ‘‘koniacker’s’’ language 
provoked a legal discussion on tne part of the 
attorneys. e 

Judge Krum spoke in opposition tothe wit- 
ness explaining the. meaning ot that term. 

It being understood that the language im- 
— a burglary, its explanation was ruled out 

y the court. 

‘*When did you next meet Biebusch?’ 

‘‘The next day, at this saloon. He asked me 
whatI thought about Jones, the ‘‘Parson.’’ I 
_— him Igftcok him on Biebusch’s reeommen- 
dation.’’ 

Thomas was here requested to stand up, and 
was identified by witness as Jones, the Par- 
son. The negro, Jack Sullivan, was also iden- 
tified by witness. 

The witness then contmued and _ said: 
‘*During the conversetion I told Biebush that 
Jones had some counterfeit money in his pos- 
session. Biebusch asked me how l1 knew. IL 
told him I would not be fooled on that 
money. 

‘*During another visit Iasked Biebusch for 
some counterfeit coins, asI was hard up and 
necded some money. Hesaid that he didn’t 
know arything about me, and had been taking 
meonmy word. Heasked meif there was 
any ‘crook’ intown that could recommend 
me. Heaskedmeif I knew Jack Lehorn, a 
crook just out of the penitentiary at Jefferson 
City. IsaidI did. Finally he told me tnat he 
bad a letter frem Leborn, and that lLehorn 
strongly recommended me. I asked 
to see the letter, but Biebusch 
told meit was at his house. This interview 
was not about counterteiting.’’ 

**What occurred at your next meeting?’’ 

‘*I met Biebusch at the saloon and requested 
some ot the counterfeit half-dollars. He said 
he would see aboutit. The next day he told 
me he had not obtained any yet, but would get 
some. He said that, if I would go to see Jack 
Sullivan, he had some, andI might help him 
pass these coins. I didn’tgetany from Sulli- 
van atthattime, but twnade an appointment 
that night for Bosse’s saloon. Sullivan gave 
me a half-dollar, and I wentin and passed it. 
I passed forty pieces, or twenty dollars. They 
were counterfeit. We divided the money at 
my room, and Sullivan went heme,’’ 

The examination of the witness was con- 
tinued during the entire morning, and elicited 
the tact, as stated by him, that he received 
three packages of counterfeit money trom the 
defendant, and also undertook to get some 
solid silver tor him to be used in making halt- 
dollars. The plunder on examination, how- 
ever, proved to be plated ware and was found 
of no use to either party. 

The cross-examination of this witness was 
continued this afternoon.

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THE GRAND JURY. 


A Majority and a Minority Report—The Lat- 
ter Rather Sensational in Character, 


Judge Laughlin returned from Warrenton, 


Mo., this morning, and at half-past twelve 
o'clock received thefinal report of the grand 
jury. When the body came in and was seated, 
Julius 8S. Walsh and Geo. W. Updike §both 
stepped forward, each holding in bis hand a 
formidable bundle of papers. Mr. J. 8S. Wil- 
liamsthen stepped forward and handed the 
Judge arollof manuscript. This was under- 
stood to be a minority report and the reflection 
of his individual opinions. Judge Laughlin 
began to leisurely inspect the papers handed 
him, consuming iorty minutes in the opera- 
tion. 
THE REGULAR REPORT. , 

The main report, signed by all but Mr. Wil- 
liams, was very briet, occupying but one 
sheet of paper, and was actually without pub- 
lic interest. The institutions had all been 
visited and found well managed. Certain re- 
pairs, indicatec by their predecessors, they 
would recommend be made as soon as tne ne- 
cessary apprepriations can be made. 

THE MINORITY REPORT 

of Mr. Williams is taken up in a condemnation 
ofthe manner in which the Collector issued 
dramshop licenses ia violation of the require- 
nents of the law. It states that the grand jury 
by a majority vote refused to investigate the 
subject, although if was specifically drawn to 
their attention.
